It is 
2 Leſſon dictated by the Royal Plalmiſt; One, 
who, as a Prophet, was thoroughly qualified to 
inſtruct Mankind; and, as a King, was dawfully 
empower d by proper Sanctions to ſecure Obedi- 
ence to, and enforce the Practice of his Inſtructions. 
Be ye not as the Horſe; or as the Mule, &c. i. e. 
Act as Men, as Creatures endued with Reaſon and 
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Underſtanding; and not as the Horſe and the Mule, 
which haue none; not as thoſe obſtinate and re- 
fractory Beaſts, which cannot be managed by gen- 
tle Methods, but muſt be taught Subjection by 
the Bit and Bridle. The only Difficulty in the 
Text lies in the Reaſon given for this Expedient; 


| which i is differently expreſſed in the Original, and 


the received Tranſlation : In the one it is faid, 


leſt they come near-unto thee; in the other we read, 

that they may come nigh thee. But whether we 
follow the Original or. the 'Tranſlation, it is not 
very material; the Force of the Words is much 
the ſame, and the Method of Violence preſerib'd 
in both, is to reduce thoſe Creatures to Obedience, 
and to wake them ſubſervient to the Uſe of Man. 

From the Words read to you, it may not be 
unſuitable, to the e ot the R 
nity. to ſne w, 

I. Firſt, How agreeable to aht Reaſon, and 
how. conduciye to our, Happineſs the Laws 
of God are; and conſequently that the Violation 
of them muſt, be owing. to our Want of Under- 
ſtanding, or of a due Exerciſe of it. And. 

II. Secondty, That thoſe, | who /yiolater; theſe 
Laws; and act as Creatures that haue no-Under- 
ſtanding, like the Horſe and the Mule, ought to 
be treated as ſuch Creatures, and held in with Bit 


and Bridle; teſt they fali upon ther. Whenee ap- 


pears the Neceſſity and Reaſonableneſs of human 
Laws and Penalties, to curb and reſtrain the un- 


| tractable and Diſobedient. 


Firſt 
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Firſt then, I am to ſhew how agreeable to right 
Reaſon, and how conducive to our Happineſs the 
Laws of God are; and conſequentiy that the Vio- 
lation of them muft be owing to our Want of Un- 
derſtanding, or of a due Exerciſe of it. 

That God hath given Men a Law for their 


Conduct in Life, and inſtructed them in the May Pi. wii. 8. 


wherein they Foul go, either by the Light of 
Reaſon, or the Voice of Revelation, or both 
jointly, T take for granted : And his Right to do 
this is founded upon his Dominion 'oyer us, as.we 
are his Creatures ; and as ſuch, he might in Juſtice 
have exacted from us what Server he pleas d. 

But ſo indulgent hath our Creator and Governour 
been, that he hath not exercis'd that Power in its 
full Extent, after an arbitrary and tyrannical Man- 
ner, but hath graciouſly remitted fo much of it, 
as, conſidering the Frailty of our Nature, we 


were not able to bear. Hit Commandments are 1 John v. 


not grievous ; but exactly ſuited to and perfectiye 
of our Nature, agreeable to our Reaſon, and con- 
ducive to our Health, Pleaſure, and Proſperity. 
And here (would the Time permit me to be par- 

ticular) I might enlarge upon the ſeveral Adyan- 
tages, wherewith the Obſeryance of God's Laws 
is attended: I might inſtance the Health and Sere- - 
nity of the Temperate,” the Credit and Reputation 
of the Juſt, the Quiet and Tranquillity of the 
Humble and Meek, the Complacency and De- 
"__ of the Charitable, and” ſuch like. But at 


A 2 preſent 
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preſent I ſhall only appeal to the Teſtimony of the 


Wiſe Man, who was no Stranger to the Pleaſures 
and SatisfaQtions of Life, and whoſe Teſtimony we 
may therefore ſuppoſe was grounded upon Experi- 
ence. That eminent Maſter of Reaſon, among 
other Motives and Incitements to the Practice of 


| Wiſdom or true Religion, gives us theſe fine En-

comiums of it. That Length of Days is in her 


16, 17, 18. Right-hand, and in ber Lefi-hand Riches and 


Mic. vi. 8. 


Tit. it. 12. 


Honour. That her Ways are Ways of Pleaſam- 
neſs, and all her Paths are Peace. That She is 
a Tree of Life to them that lay hold upon her, and 


happy is every one that retaineth her. Thus we 


ſee that Religion (abſtracting from the Conſidera- 
tion of thoſe ineſtimable Rewards which ſhe hath 
in Reverſion in the other World) hath her Por- 
tion of good Things even in this World, as well 
as her native Charms to attract the Love and E 
ſteem of all reaſonable Men; and, did not tlie 
common Accidents of Li and the claſhing Inter- 
eſts of bad Men ſometime diſappoint her, or be- 
reave her of it, this would undoubtedly - be her 
Portion and Inheritance. But to proceed: 

The Plan of our Duty, as it is mark'd out by 
the Prophet, is this; That we ſhould do juſtly, and 


love Mercy, and walk humbly with our God; or, 
as it is exprefs'd by the Apoſtle in a more full and 
comprehenſive Manner, that we ſhould live ſoberly, 
righteoufly, and godly in this preſent World. And 
can any Thing be more agreeable to Reaſon, than 

that 
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that Man ſhould /zve godly, or wall humbly with that 
God, by whoſe Goodneſs he was form d out of the 
Duſt of the Ground, and without whoſe conti- 
nual Providence, he would be liable eyery Mo- 
ment to return to the Duſt, from whence he was ta- 
een? That he ſhould diligently attend to, and 
ſubmiſſively receive all the Diſcoveries of his 
Will; that he ſhould teſtify his Dependance upon 
him by applying to him for Succour and Deliver- 
ance in the Time of Trouble and Diſtreſs, and 
gratefully acknowledge his Obligations by ſend- 
ing up his Tribute of Praiſe and Thankſgiving 
for all the Bleſſings he daily and hourly receives? 


Even Angels themſelves, that excel in Strength, Pl. ciii, 20. 


bleſs the Lord, and do his Commandinents, heark- 


ening unto the Voice of his Word. Are they not all, Heb. i. 14. 


in the Language of the Apoſtle, miniſtring Spi- 
rits? With what Colour of Reaſon then can 
Man, ſo far inferior to thoſe glorious Beings in 
Power, Order and Dignity, pretend to an Ex- 
emption from Service and Dependance, and refuſe 
to do the Will of his FATHER on Earth, as it 
is done in Heaven ? 

With reſpe& to ourſelves, Temperance and 
Sobriety are the Lines of Duty preſerib d. And 
what is more fitting and becoming a rational Crea- 
ture, than that he ſhould maintain that Rank 
which God hath giyen him in the Creation, and 
by following the Guidance of his Reaſon, diſcover 


that he has been taught more than the Beaſts 2 Job xxxv, - 
| ana 11. 
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the Field, and made wiſer than the Fouls of 
Heaven? When Reaſon fits at the Helm ſteady 
and unbiaſs'd, and by a gentle, benign Influence 
ſteers and conducts the Motions of the Soul; when 
ſhe points out proper Objects to the Affections; 
ſets bounds to the Paſſions, and ſays unto them, 
Hitherto ſball ye come, but no further; it is 
then, and only then that Man acts up to the Cha- 
racter allotted him by his Maker, and appears to 


be, what he was originally deſign' d, the Lord of 
this viſible Creation. 


And laſtly, with Reſpe& to. our Fellow-Crea- 
tures; We are requir'd t do juſtly, and love 


Mercy; not only to do them no wrong, by Fraud, 


Rapine, Extortion, or any other kind of Injuſtice, 
but to do them all the good we can; to commiſe- 


rate the Afflicted, to relieve the N cations. and 
as much as in us lies, to remoye all their Diſtreſſes 


either of Mind, Body, or Eſtate. And ſurely 
there is nothing unreaſonable in all this: This 
ſeems to be one End, (if not the principal One) for 
which we were ſent into the World. The many 
Exigencies of human Life, the Intereſts of Society, 
the Frame and Conſtitution of our Nature, the 
Voice of Reaſon and Revelation, all plead firong- 
ly in behalf of our Brethren, and demand a mu- 

tual Intercourſe of good Offices. To love our Neigh- 
bour as ourſelves; i.e. To do unto others as we © 
would they ſhould do unto us, if we were in their

: Theſe the Laws enjoin'd us in relation to 
God, our Neighbour, and qurſelves: And were 
our Practice but ſuitable to theſe Laws; were we 
to live in a hearty and entire Obedience to- the 
Will of God, then would this World in ſome 
Meaſure be reftor 'd to its original Excellent 
State: Nay, it would bear ſome Reſemblance to 
the heavenly Regions, and be one continued Scene 
of Peace, Happineſs, and Loye. 

But alas! holy, juſt, and good as the Laws 
of God are, and how wiſely ſoe ver calculated for 
promoting the Happineſs of Mankind both here and 
hereafter : Nay, tho” back d and enforc'd. by the 
Threats of eternal Miſery in the World to come; 
yetſobrutiſhand void of Underſtanding are the Sons 
of Men, that they can overlook the Advantages re- 
ſulting from the Obſeryance - of theſe Laws, and 


bid Defiance to the Penalty annex'd to the Vio- 


lation of them. How then are ſuch Men to be 
treated? How ? — but according to the Direction 
given in the Text, as the Horſe and the Mule? 
They muſt, for the Good of Society, be held in 
with Bit and Bridle, teſt they come. near unto 
thee : Which brings me to the ſecond ſeeond-T N pro- 
poſed; . to er ne

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II. Secondly, The Neceſſity and Reaſonable- 
neſs of human Laws and Penalties, to curb and 
reſtrain the Untractable and Diſobedient. 

That ſome Men, who with a Modeſty peculiar 
to themſelves uſurp the Title of Patrons of Liberty, 
ſhould decry all Laws whatſoever, is no wonder: 
Since, if their Scheme was to take place, it would 
neceſſarily introduce as unlimited a Freedom of Act- 
ing, as of Thinking. They then might purſue 
their darling Pleaſures more {moothly and ſafely, and 
givea Looſe totheir Appetites and Paſſions, without 
Check or Controul, without any Fear of Cenſure, 
or Dread of Puniſhment. In ſhort, were there no 
King in Iſrael, every Man might do what was 
right in his own Eyes. Laws therefore, to theſc 
our modern Antinomans, are ſuch irrational Re- 
ſtraints, ſuch Marks of Slaycry, as are unbecom- 
ing the Dignity of human Nature. — And be they 
ſo. For when Men act below the Dignity of their 
Nature, and wilfully degrade themſelves from the 
Rank of reaſonable Creatures, is it fitting they 
ſhould be treated as ſuch * Reaſon (as I before 
obſerv d) was implanted in us as a Guide to Hap- 

pineſs, and were Men always to attend to her 
Dictates, and act upon the Principles of Religion, 
the Good of publick Societies and of particular 
Perſons might perhaps be ſupported and maintain'd 
without the Aſſiſtance of human Laws: But fad 
Experience convinceth us, that the Paſſions of 

Men are generally too headſtrong to be goyern'd

of Conſcience; and conſequently that ahe Bit _ 
the Bridle are abſolutely neceflary to manage 
them. Without theſe: Reſtraints, what an Inlet 
would there be to Injuſtice and Oppreſſiqn : What 
Encouragement to the Strong and Mighty to de- 
ſtroy or enſlave their weak and defenceleſs Bre- 

thren? Nay, 4 ſtrong Man amm d could keep his Luke xi. 
Palace and his Gauds in Peace no langer than till ar, 22. 
a ſtronger than bs ſbould come npon him, vvercome 
him, and take from him all his Armour, wherein he 
truſted, and divide his Spoils. This is the direct 
Tendency of a State of Anarchy; where there is 
no Law nor Government, there muſt needs be 
Confuſion and every. evil Work. And if Rulers 
were not 4 Terror to the Sons of Behal, God 
knows how ſoon the Earth eee lxxv. 3. 
thereof would be di jẽjwdll. ke: 

It may perhaps be asked, chat « iGths 29

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E tion E the Body?” — To this it may be an- 


ſwer' d, that the divine Penalties, which attend 


the Breach of God's Laws, being for the moſt 


Part at a Diſtance, in another World, few Men, 


it is 'to be ſeared, give themſelves Define ſeri- 


ouſly to reflect on them; or, if they do, yet the 
flattering Thoughts of a future Reconciliation 


and Peace with that God whom they offend, 


embolden them to commit Sin preſumptuouſly 
and with Greedineſs : And thus they think it fafer 
to fall into the Hands of a merciful God, than of 
relentleſs Man. The Evils of another Lite, like 
Objects of Sight, the more remote they are, the lefs 
they appear; and the weaker are their Impreſſions. 
To which we might add the indefatigable Pains 
that are taken in theſe our Days, to diſpute, or 
rather to laugh Religion out of Countenance by 
exploding the Belief of a future State, as a mere 
Whim and Chimera; as an ee, of State and a 
Livelihood for Priefts. 

However, fince Good nd Evil are diſtingu iſh'd 
by theſe Scoffers, only as they affect their Senſes, 
and ſince” in Fack they ſtand more in fear of the 


Teviatbun than of Co; hence appears the Ne- 


of human Laws, and of enforcing thoſe 


Laws by immediate Penalties and Puniſhments rea- 


dy at hand. Hence by the Wiſdom of Lawgivers 


have been devis d proper penal SanQons (and as 


far as human Wiſdom could provide) nicely diver- 
fiſied according to the different Nature and * 
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of Offences; ſuch as Ignominy, Fines, Confiſca- 
tion of Goods, Impriſonment and Exile tempo- 


rary or perpetual, bodily Torture or the Forfei- 


ture of Lik:. And very fitting, very neceſſary it 
is, that theſe Peſts of Mankind, whoſe Buſineſs it 
is to diſturb and undermine Society, ſhould be ex 
cluded from all the Pleaſures and Advantages of 
it: That thoſe, who haye injured others in their 
Quiet, Reputation, or Fortune, -or- have deprived 
them of the moſt valuable of all temporal Goods, 
even Life it ſelf, ſhould ſuffer the Puniſhment 
due to their reſpeRtive Crimes. 11 

But ſome will ſay that as Mex, we ſhould be 
reſtrain d by the Laws of common Humanity, and 
never willingly afflict our Fellow-Creatures, nor 
treat them with Severity, tho they have been ſo 
unfortunate as to forſeit their Title to our Love 


and Approbation. Was the Magiſtrate indeed with 


the Wit and III-nature of a Phalaris, to rack his 
Brains, and invent new and exquiſite Engines of Tor- 
ture, and thoſe for the Good and Gentle, or at leaſt 
apply them without any Diſerimination, he might 
deſervedly be cenſured as ty rannical and inhuman : 
But where wholeſome Severities are exercis'd up- 
on Delinquents legally convicted, and that not 
only to ſecure Multitudes from falling ia Prey to 
them, but in terrorem, that others may lay it to 
Heart, amend their Lives, and not come into the 
ſame Place of Torment : Where is the Inhumani- 
ty in all this? Or is it not rather a Mark of 
greater Benevolence, and what flows from a Prin- 
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ciple of Love and Kindneſs extended to the whole 
human Race? The Body Politick is often com- 
pared to the Natural Body, and never more aptly 
than in the preſent Caſe: And iſ it be ſometimes 
allowable; and even necaſſaty, to ſever the noxi- 
ous Parts from the One, in order to preſerve its 
Health and Conſtitution: Why ſhould. not the 
fame prudent Remedy be applied to the Other, 
where the ſame Neceſſity tequires it? Why ſhould 
the Mugiſtrate (Whoſe Province it is 0 ſee that 
the Public receives no Damage) be reſtrained 
from cutting off thoſe hurtful Members, which 
would. otherwiſe infect the reſt, and by Degrees 
inyolye the whole Body in Ruin and Decay? Im- 
nueus, may be perverſely abus'd, and, like the 
Goodneſs of God, which is graciouſly deſigned as 
a Motive to Repentance and Amendment of Life, 
may be made an Argument ſor their Continuance 
in Sin. This abſurd Way of. arguing prevails too 
oſten among us? And! thus they argued formerly, 
as we find in that admũtable Collection of Obſer- 
Ecel. viii. 11, vations made by the Preacher. Becauſe: Sen- 
tence againſt, an euil Wark is nut executed ſpeedily, 
therefore the Heart: of: the Sims of Men is fully ſet 
in them to do Evil. And in St. Pauls: Time there 
were ſome wild Sectaries, who carried this Abſurs 
Rom. vi. 1. dity: to a much higher Pitch, and continued in Sin 
| under a. pretended Zeal for e eb that bis 
hin 1 57 W 1e * 2 
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But then we are told, that if we cannce be pre- 
vail'd upon to exerciſe Pity and Compaſſion, as 
Men; yet, as Chriſtians, we ought to be kind and 
rendar-hoarted, forbearing one another, and for- 
giving one another; and in ſhort that there is ſuch 
a Cruelty in all capital Puniſhments, as is altoge- 
ther inconſrſtent with the meek and gentle Spirit 
of the Goſpel. — But did not God'in his Law to 
the eus appoint many capital Puniſhments even 
for Offences againſt poſitive Precepts? And can 
we imagine that under the Goſpel it is contrary to 
Juſtice and true Goodneſs to infliat them? If God 
ſo ſeverely puniſhed Men for the Breach of thoſe 
Precepts, which in themſelves were indifferent, 
and neceſſary only on Account of their being in- 
ſtituted and commanded, ſurely he will not acquir, 
nor ſuffer his Vicegererits to acquit, the Violators 
of moral Duties, which are eſſentially and immu- 
tably good, and from their intrinſick Worth and 
Beauty infer an indiſpenſable and unalterable Ob- 
ligation. Charity, it muſt be confeſz d, is the di- 
ſtinguiſhing Mark and Characteriſtick of 4 Chris 
ſtian; but does it therefore forbid us to maintain 
our legal Poſſeffions by the Rules of Juſtice and 
Equity? No; it only obliges us to do it in a'foft 
and gentle Mariner, and excludes all Kind of Ran- 
cour and Refcritment. Charity indeed forbids us 
to keep up Hatred and Malice in our Hearts; but 
does it therefore follow that we muſt fit Aill, and 
tamely me 0 Nur of Mankind

to "the Outrage and Injuſtice of wicked Men: ? 
Nay our Charity may be better ſeen in defeating. 
their Deſigns, and the very Proſecution of theſe 
Aggreſſors may ſometimes prove inſtrumental to 
the Salvation of their Souls. For as nothing elſe 
could ſtop them in their Career of Wicked neſs ſo 
nothing is more likely to bring them to a Senſe of 


their Duty; to Shame, Sorrow and Repentance : 


and in ſome Meaſure to fit them to die the Death of 
the Righteous, and (what is then the utmoſt they 
can do) to make their laſt End like his. When a 
Criminal lies under Condemnation and an irre- 
trie yable Sentence of Death, when he can count 
the Number of his Days, and is certified how 
ſbort a Time he hath to live in this World; it is 
then the Fears of another World begin to diſplay 
themſelves in their full Force : The Terrors of God 
(in the ſublime Language of Fob) then ſer them- 
ſelves in array againſt him; and vehemently urge 
him on to make his Peace with his Almighty Ad. 
werſary, while he is yet in the Way with him, 
and if poſſible, to reſcue himſelf from that State 
of Horror and Deſpair, where there will be no 
Room for Repentance, no End of Miſery. * 
But we are further preſs'd with Scripture, and 
told, that we are abſolutely forbid to judge and 
condemn our Brethren, and that, upon Pain of being 
Judg'd and condemm d ourſelves. And fo we are, as 
private Perſons: But that Prohibition no way affects 
a legal and publick Authority. For what are earth- 
ly Judicatures but an Image of God's Tribunal in 
Heayen? 
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Heaven? 'The Perſons ſitting upon theſe Seats 

of Judgment derive their Commiſſion indeed 

from their earthly Sovereigns : But the Princes, 

from whom that Commiſſion is derived, repreſent 

the great Sovereign of the World; and in Virtue 

of that Repreſentation are dignified in Scripture 

with the Style of gods. And as in Heaven God PL. xxxii. 6, 

will certainly ſhew Judgment without any Im- 

peachment of his Mercy, ſo his Vicegerents here 

below may infli& Puniſhments without ſwerving 

from that Gentleneſs and Love preſcrib d us by our 

Saviour. And this Power, I think, is ſufficiently 

vindicated by the Apoſtles. For to what Pur- 

poſe do they arm the Magiſtrate with the Sword 

of Juſtice, if it be unlawful for him to unſheath 

it? Why is he repreſented as a Terror to evil Rom. xiii, 

Works, if it be out of his Power to make them 3- 

feel the Effects of his Vengeance? But for a far- 

ther Confirmation of this Doctrine, let us appeal 

to our Saviour's Behaviour, when he was arraign'd 

before the Roman Governour: Tho' he. was 

treated with the utmoſt Scorn, Barbarity and 

Injuſtice, yet we neyer hear him ſo much 

as once queſtioning the Authority of his. Judge. 

S0 far from it, that, when Pilate demanded of 

him. Knoweſt thou not that I have Power to John xix.. 

crucify thee, and have Power to releaſe the? 

he with his own Mouth confirms that Power, and 

declares it to have been given him from above. Nay ver. 11. 

in that very Hiſtory the Conduct of the Jus ſeems 
Pn W 
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to be cenſur d, not only for their preferring Ba- 
rabbas to the innocent Jeſus, but for their deſiring 
the Releaſe: of a Criminal, who in the Courſe of 
Law and Juſtice was worthy of Death. . And the 
Crime of this Offender is particularly mention'd by 


Mat. xxvii. all the Evangeliſts. By one he is call d a notable

with it, and not only for Wrath, but alſo for Con-

Thus have I endeayoured to ſhew Sri Reaſon- 
ableneſs and Neceſſity of human Laws and Penal- 
ties to curb and reſtrain the UntraQable and 
Diſobedient ; and withal to vindicate the Magi- 
ſtrate from the Charge of Inhumanity, or of act- 
ing contrary to the Rules of the Goſpel. | 

What remains then, but that in return for 
the many and great Advantages, which we reap 
from this Inftitution of Magiſtracy, we pay a due 
Honour and Reverence to the Perſons inveſted 


crees? Let us remember that in honouring Them, 
we do in Effect honour that God, whom They 


- repreſent; that by a chearful Submiſſion to their 


Decrces we add weight to their Authority, and
